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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details.

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 7 and 8-12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 7 contains grammatical errors. 

It is unclear what is meant by the phrase "Application of a connector" in claims 8-12. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1 and 3-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Neftel et 
al. 

In regard to claim 1, Neftel et al. discloses a connector (fig. 3), the connector comprising 
a locking collar 40 to be mounted on the two sockets, characterized in that the collar has lateral 
ports (just below 90) able to be crossed by external lateral lugs of the male socket for blocking 
the collar axially and in rotation on the male socket, and that said collar has a transversally 
deformable part 52 equipped with internal notches 58 shaped so that the external notches of the 
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collar can pass over the notches of the female socket when the collar is pushed in a direction 
towards the socket and be held by the notches of the female socket when there is traction in the 
reverse direction, and the notches 58 of the collar and of the female socket being shaped so as to 
allow relative rotation of the female socket and the collar, the notches of the collar being able to 
be separated laterally from the notches of the female socket by transversal deformation of the 
part 52 of the collar carrying the notches (if one where to squeeze 52 at 90 degrees relative to the 
tabs 58, it would cause tabs 58 to separate laterally). 

In regard to claim 3, the notches of the collar 58 and the female socket have a slight 
inclination to facilitate and automate the locking by axial thrust and a steep slope to prevent 
unlocking, the locking being ensured by the contact between the steep inclinations of the notches 
of the collar on the steep inclinations of the notches 1 8 of the female socket. 

In regard to claim 4, the notches of the female socket are grooves or portions of circular 
grooves (only the connector is being positively recited in claim 1). 

In regard to claim 5, the male socket has its adaptation tip designed to receive a male luer 
by fitting (only the connector is being positively recited in claim 1). 

In regard to claim 6, the female socket has its adaptation tip designed internally with a 
male luer able to be fit into a female luer (only the connector is being positively recited in claim 
1). 

In regard to claim 7, at least one of the tips is designed to be connected to a cylindrical 
Tube (only the connector is being positively recited in claim 1). 

In regard to claim 8, the connector 40 is adapted for connection to a syringe 44. 
In regard to claim 9, the connector is adapted for connection to a tube 44. 
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In regard to claim 10, medical equipment 44 having the connector 40 of claim 1 . 
In regard to claim 1 1, the connector 40 is adapted for connection to a needle 45. 
In regard to claim 12, the connector 40 is adapted for connection of a catheter hub (this is 
an intended use limitation, which carries little patentable weight in an apparatus claim). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Norton et al., Safabash, Ryan et al., Jackowski and Lynn all disclose similar 
couplings common in the art.
